PLANS for a £40 million lorry park 
to replace Operation Stack have been 
delayed for more than a year due to a 
bungle by the county council. 

Proposals for the park, which would see space 
for 1,500 lorries between Sellindge and Ald¬ 
ington, have been held up because the county 
council failed to carry out an Environmental 
Impact Assessment (EIA) for the site. 

A planning application for the park was due to 
have been submitted by Kent Highway Services, the 
council’s transport arm, at the end of the month. 

However, at a committee meeting on Thursday 
laast week, Keith Ferrin, KCC’s cabinet member 
for transport, revealed the crucial assessment had 
not been completed in time for the application. 

He said: “An accumulation of minor delays on 
other aspects of the planning application meant 
we were not at a stage to start the assessment 
before the end of March this year. 

“We are required to carry out an Environmental 
Impact Assessment over a period of time, which 
must include the early part of the year, to monitor 
wildlife in the area.” 

Cllr Ferrin was responding to a question from 
Cllr Susan Carey, who represents the Elham Valley 
ward, in which the lorry park would be built. 

Cllr Carey said: “I was very surprised that, for a 
project this important, they had not carried out 
this assessment. 

“I don’t think they got the beginning of the 
project right, so I’m not surprised that they got 
this wrong - it is really basic. 

“Meanwhile, this will drag on for another year 
- people in the village will have trouble selling 
their houses and business in the area will suffer.” 

Cllr Carey said she had suggested a public 
consultation to explain why the council wanted to

Turbine blades 
wind their way 
to the Marsh

THE first of 78 massive 
trailers carrying propeller 
blades for wind turbines 
negotiated the county’s 
roads under police escort on 
Monday. 

Motorcycle outriders flanked the 
154ft trucks, which took three hours 
to make the journey from Chatham 
Dockyard, where the convoy was 
assembled, to Romney Marsh. 

The propellers will form part of the 
£50 million Npower Renewables 
windfarm on Walland Marsh, which 
was approved in 2005. 

When it is built, the 26 turbines 
will generate enough electricity to 
power 32,000 homes. 

The site at Little Cheyne Court, 
near Appledore, saw construction 
begin last year. 

It is expected that it will start gen¬ 
erating electricity some time in 2009. 

The convoy, which set off on 
Monday, was the first to do so and the 
loads will be transported over about 
13 days with no weekend movements. 

Each will see a maximum of three 
loads being moved at any one time, 
escorted by six police motorcycles 
and one car. 

The vehicles move very slowly as 


they go through Medway but reach 
speeds of about 25 mph along the 
motorway. They slow down consider¬ 
ably on the winding roads of the 
Marsh and unloading takes hours. 

Today one load will start at about 
10.30am and there will be no convoy 
tomorrow. On Friday, loads will leave 
the docks at 10am and 2.30pm. 

A spokesman for Kent Police said: 
‘We are warning of traffic delays, 
but the journey times have been cal¬ 
culated to minimise these. 

“They will travel from the dock¬ 
yard along the A289 Medway road 
tunnel and then join the M2 until 
they reach junction three. 

“The loads continue down Bluebell 
Hill and join the M20 exiting at junc¬ 
tion 10 just outside Ashford. They 
then travel down the A2070 and the 
A259 before arriving at the site on 
Romney Marsh. 

“We are working closely with the 
Highways Agency and Kent County 
Council to ensure the least possible 
disruption. However, motorists are 
urged to listen to local radio travel 
bulletins before setting out so they 
will be aware of any travel delays.” 

The windfarm was approved after 
a public enquiry which lasted a year. 

The Government has called it a 
major part of the UK’s commitment 
to sustainable energy sources, but it 
has come under fire from some envir¬ 
onmental groups and residents.

build the park in Sellindge. She said: 
“I asked if we would be using this 
opportunity to hold a public consult¬ 
ation and we were told Paul Carter 
had had the consultation he wanted 
with the Highways Agency. 

‘What I want is for the county coun¬ 
cil to explain their thinking for the 
lorry park - we were told they had 
decided on Sellindge after looking at 
all other alternatives. 

“All we have seen is a scrappy little 
report from the Highways Advisory 
Board, which just about came to two 
sides of A4.1 was amazed - this is not 
what one expects from KCC. 

“How are we going to be able to 
justify this to the public if this is all 
we are going to produce?” 

A KCC spokesman said a full con¬ 
sultation would be launched after the 
planning application had been sub¬ 
mitted. 

In Sellindge, residents welcomed 
the news of the lorry park’s delay. 

Pensioner Iris Bishop said: “It is a 
good job it has been delayed - I don’t 
think it should be built here. 

“It’s a lovely area, but it will be 
ruined if the park is built here.” 

John Bayer, Sellindge resident and 
director of pressure group Media- 
watch, said he thought the village 
was the wrong site for the park. 

“This is an area of outstanding 
natural beauty and it would be better 
if the lorry park was nearer the port 
of Dover. We should have this in mind 
when the councillors apply for their 
jobs in the local elections.” 

Four hurt in crash

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Profit drop'no risk to 
new nuclear stations'

BRITISH Energy, which owns both 
Dungeness A and B power stations, 
has seen a massive drop in profits 
due to shutdowns at two of its 
nuclear power plants. 

The company’s pre-tax profits for the year to 
the end of March amounted to £538 million, a 
fall of 32 per cent from the previous year. 

A spokesman for BE said the company would 
be pushing ahead with plans to build the next 
generation of power stations in the next 10 
years, one of which could be built at Dungeness. 

He said: “Our plans for new-build sites will 
not be affected by the results.” 

BE attributed the losses to shutdowns at its 
Hartlepool and Heysham sites, which the com¬ 
pany said was caused by boiler problems. 


Bill Coley, chief executive of BE, said the 
results had been “disappointing” but that the 
company was well placed to take advantage of 
the need for a new generation of power stations 
in the UK 

The news comes as the director of the Nuclear 
Decommissioning Agency, Jim Morse, said he 
expected the cost of decommissioning Britain’s 
power stations to rise. 

He said: “I think it is a high probability that 
in the short term it will undoubtedly go up.” 

The increase in costs follows a huge rise in 
January which saw the price of cleaning up the 
older Magnox nuclear reactors, such as the 
one at Dungeness A, soar from £12 billion to 
£73 billion. 

A spokesman for the Department for 
Business, Enterprise and Regulatory Reform 
said the Government had taken the expected 
rise into account. 

He said: “As the NDA continues to establish - 
for the first time - the scale of the challenge, the 


assessment of the costs involved will naturally 
need adjusting.” 

But environmental groups were swift to con¬ 
demn the increase in decommissioning costs 
and the potential of new reactors. 

Ben Ayliffe, the head of Greenpeace’s nuclear 
campaign, said: “The Government’s own 
experts have no idea how much it will cost to 
clean up nuclear waste. 

“All they can do is guess that the figure will 
grow by billions of pounds from an already eye¬ 
popping £73bn. 

“Despite the tax-payer already propping up 
British Energy, the company has just 
announced a sharp fall in profits. 

“Anyone thinking of investing in nuclear 
power must need their head examined.” 

• BE reactors at Hunterston in Scotland and 
Sizewell B in Suffolk were shut down on 
Tuesday, May 27, due to technical issues, con¬ 
tributing to power cuts in half a million homes 
across the county. 


Deputy mayor will not be facing charges 


EMILY Sanger, the deputy mayor of 
Folkestone, will not be facing criminal charges 
over an alleged fight with her estranged hus¬ 
band. 

The councillor for Folkestone’s Harbour ward 
had been on police bail over the incident, which 
saw officers called to Gerald Sanger’s 
Folkestone home in April. 

Cllr Sanger discovered no charges would be 
brought against her as there had been no 
witnesses to back either version of events at a 
meeting with police on Friday, May 30. 

She said: “I was glad it was over, but I didn’t 
expect to be facing charges anyway.” 

Cllr Sanger said she had been surprised the 
news that her and her husband were on police 
bail had not been revealed earlier. 

She said: “I was quite surprised it went on so 
long without people finding out. I had told peo¬ 
ple in the party - I hadn’t kept it particularly 
quiet as I had done nothing wrong.” 


“I was surprised it was just Yourshepway that 
got it.” 

The possibility of charges being brought 
against her had led to fellow Liberal Democrat 
Cllr Tom McNeice standing against her for the 
post of deputy mayor. 

However, Cllr Sanger was reappointed when 
town mayor Peter Gain cast a tie-breaking vote 
in her favour. 

Cllr Sanger said she was eager to carry on 
with her role as deputy mayor of Folkestone. 

She said: “I am looking forward to getting on 
with the job I was elected to do - representing 
the people of Harbour ward and indeed of 
Folkestone. 

“We have the Harbour Festival to get ready 
for, I am looking forward to the Triennial, and 
there will be a lot of people coming to the town 
who would not have otherwise visited 
Folkestone - I just hope we have the rubbish 
tidied!”

Paralympians into

FOLKESTONE’S Valley Leisure 
Centre could be selected as a 
training venue for the 2012 
Paralympics. 

The centre, which is housed at Pent Valley 
Technology College, has made the shortlist of 
eight sites in Kent that are in the running to 
be used by elite athletes from around the 
world as a training ground. 

The other sites are Medway Park in Gil¬ 
lingham, Dartford Judo Centre, the Univers¬ 
ity of Kent at Canterbury, Stour Leisure 
Centre in Ashford, Sevenoaks School in 
Canterbury, Canterbury High School and 
the Polo Farm Sports Club in Canterbury. 

A brochure listing the facilities has been 
prepared by the 2012 organisers in conjunc¬ 
tion with the British Paralympic Association 
and will be made available to participants 
and organisers at this year’s Beijing games. 

A spokesman for the association said: “We 
looked at things like accessibility and made 
recommendations as to suitability of venues 
for Paralympians. 

“Participants in the games obviously have 
a number of needs which must be accommo¬ 
dated before venues are put forward. 

“All of the places we suggested filled these 
qualities admirably.” 


Stuart Wise, manager of the Valley Leisure 
Centre, said he was delighted that the centre 
had made the brochure. 

He said: “I am really excited - there were 
more than 200 sites they had put forward, 
and of the eight that made the shortlist we 
are by far the smallest.” 

Mr Wise said he believed the centre had 
been named as a possible venue because it 
has been specifically designed to be inclu¬ 
sive. 

He said: “We specialise in wheelchair 
basketball and we have Vikki Silk, who is a 
potential Paralympian, at Pent Valley 
Technology College. 

“Being in the brochure is no guarantee 
that we will be hosting any events, but we 
are over the moon - we are confident that we 
will be able to host any of the events. 

‘We were the only sports centre in Shepw- 
ay to make the shortlist and we are delight¬ 
ed to have the chance to be involved with 
this once-in-a-lifetime event.” 

Paralympic events that could be staged at 
the centre include wheelchair fencing, 
Boccia, wheelchair volleyball, wheelchair 
rugby and wheelchair basketball. 

Mike Hill, Kent County Council cabinet 
member for community services, said: “This 
is excellent news and something very excit¬ 
ing for Kent that elite Paralympians and 
Olympians could be coming to our local 
facilities to train before competing at the 
London 2012 Games.”

Officials from the Communaute d’Agglom- 
eration Boulonnais and the Boulogne Shep- 
way Co-operation Organisation were given a 
guided tour of St Leonard’s Church and Port 
Lympne Wild Animal Park by Chris Kirkham, 
the manager of Discover Folkestone, Hythe 
and Romney Marsh.

Q 


I Can you tell us a bit about yourself? 


I am from Bexley, I was educated in Chisle- 
*4hurst and I graduated from Guy’s Hospital 
in 1980 with a BDS with honours and a dis¬ 
tinction in orthodontics and pedeodontics. 

After I graduated I went over to work as a 
lecturer at the University of Witswaterrand in 
South Africa for a couple of years. I came back 
and did my Masters degree and then I went to 
work for the Arabian/American oil company 
and worked there as a general dentist for eight 
years and then as a prostadontist for ten 
years. I came back to the UK in 2002, so I have 
worked overseas virtually my whole life. 

Q What can you tell us about your plans for the Harley 
Dental Clinic? 

If people were treated overseas they would 
g%see things are done differently. My experi¬ 
ence is from the States, where you tend to get 
multi-clinics. The clinic I worked in had 44 
dentists, 12 of whom were specialists. We had 
hygienists, we had laboratory technicians - 
everything was there, so when people came in 
it was a one-stop deal for them. They came in, 
they saw the hygienist; if they needed a refer¬ 
ral to a specialist, that could be done; if they 
need X-ray pictures, that could be done. 

What we are doing is bringing that structure 
over here - the idea of having a multi-clinic 
with all the different specialists under one roof 
as well as a laboratory and so on. 

And hopefully it will be a great addition to 
the area - a jewel in Folkestone’s crown! 


Q 


Why did you become a dentist? 


I originally applied to go to medical school 
and I went and spoke to my local doctor 
who, under the old contract, absolutely hated 
his job. And I spoke to a local dentist who loved 
his and I thought ‘Hang on a minute’ and 
changed to dentistry. 

Q Why do you think the UK has such a bad reputation 
when it comes to dental care? 

I don’t know why, but I can guess at some 
reasons. People in the UK seem to have a 
pretty low dental IQ, which sounds insulting, 
but they haven’t been offered a great deal in 
the past, so they don’t know what’s out there. 

There is a lot of new equipment; there are a 
lot of new treatments that aren’t available 
here. With the NHS, not much money has been 
available for dentists - they haven’t been able 
to keep up with equipment. If something cost 
£40,000, then the average dentist in Britain 
might not be able to afford it, unlike a dentist 
working overseas. 

Your teeth and the structure that supports 
them makes up about a third of your face. If 
some doctor said he was going to take a third 
of your face off, you would spend a fortune to 
salvage it, yet this is exactly what happens to 
people who are losing their teeth - and for 
some reason they don’t seem to care. 

I think that the young people we see are 
much more concerned with the appearance of 
their teeth, and looking after their teeth. 


Q 


Do you think you can reverse this trend? 


I certainly hope so. You are always going to 
have some people who don’t care about the 
state of their teeth, just like you have people 
who are told by their doctor to stop smoking 
and eat more healthily. 

But there are so many advantages to having 
good dental health that hopefully people will 
see that and want it for themselves. 

There is little history of preventative den¬ 
tistry in this country. On the NHS you only get 
paid if you take something out or drill some¬ 
thing, but it is possible to prevent tooth decay. 

In Scandinavia they have had government 
programmes for decades which have been 
doing that. So if people are interested, then 
that is the sort of thing we can do. 

There are very simple tests to check if child¬ 
ren are likely to get tooth decay - all they have 
to do is spit into ajar and we can find out how 
many different types of bacteria they have in 
their mouths - and if they are the sort that 
cause tooth decay. 

It is a lot easier than having injections and a 
drill in your mouth, but unfortunately that is 
not available on the NHS, so people don’t 
know it exists. 

People are starting to realise that their kids 
do not have to go through what they went 
through. 

It is going to take a lot of time, but I think 
that as people become more aware of what is 
available they will want those things once 
they know what is out there.

MOTORISTS across the county 
have been urged to join a protest 
against a planned 50 per cent price 
hike in toll charges at the Dartford 
River Crossing. 

The rise in the fee from £1 to £1.50 to enter 
or leave Kent by the River Thames follows an 
18-month public consultation into the future of 
charging and is expected to be introduced in 
the autumn. 

This is despite the original cost of building 
the two tunnels under the River Thames and 
the QE2 Bridge over it having been met in 2002 
- with the legal authority to charge a toll expir¬ 
ing in April 2003. 

The toll is being regarded by critics as anoth¬ 
er stealth tax on motorists. But supporters say 
drivers will save money in the period between 
10pm and 6am, when crossings will be free. 

Gordon Henderson, the Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey, wants families in Kent to sign an 
online petition calling for Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to scrap the charge. 

Scandal 

He said: “Most motorists in Kent use the 
Dartford Crossing at some time and many peo¬ 
ple use it regularly. 

“It is a scandal that although the cost of con¬ 
structing the crossing was covered years ago, 
we poor motorists are still being stung for 
almost £100 million each and every year. 

“To propose increasing the cost by 50 per cent 
is quite simply daylight robbery.” 

The crossing between Dartford and Thurrock 
is operated jointly by Le Crossing Company Ltd 
and the Department for Transport. 

A DfT spokesman said that scrapping the 
charge would be counterproductive and that 
compromises were already in place. 

He said: “We recognise that traffic levels are 


bad, but we are already taking steps to try to 
reduce the level of congestion through the Dart 
Tag scheme and dropping charges at night. 

“Our modelling shows that at peak times the 
bridge and tunnels can be overwhelmed, so the 
fee is intended more as a congestion charge, 
which is then lifted at quieter times.” 

The department says that congestion levels 
would rise if the ‘user fee’ for the bridge and 
tunnels was scrapped and is keeping the origi¬ 
nal £1 charge for those drivers using its pre¬ 
paid Dart Tag system. 

However, the online petition on the No 10 
Downing Street website states that removing 
the toll booths would significantly reduce the 


amount of traffic queuing up on either side. 

It also states that the exhaust fumes generat¬ 
ed by the cars waiting in line cause unneces¬ 
sary environmental damage and that the 
delays add extra expense to business and 
transport costs. The latest demand on drivers 
comes as the Government is facing mounting 
pressure over rising fuel costs. 

As KOS Media reported last week, almost 
100 truckers from Kent joined a fleet of 500 lor¬ 
ries which converged on Downing Street to 
protest at the cost of diesel for haulage firms. 

Mr Brown has since warned that high oil 
prices are here to stay, following a meeting with 
industry bosses last week. 


Police to get 
more beat 
time with 
hand-helds 

KENT POLICE has been chosen as 
one of 27 forces across the UK to 
receive funding so it can invest in 
hand-held computers. 

The force will receive £1.9 million in 
funding to cover the costs of 1,100 
portable computers for patrol officers. 

A further 150 mobile information 
devices will be installed in marked 
police cars. Nationwide the scheme is 
costing a total of £50 million. 

The new devices will allow officers on 
patrol to access police databases and 
complete some of their necessary 
paperwork without having to return to 
a police station. 

Supporters of the scheme say this 
will allow them to have more time on 
the front line and some of the equip¬ 
ment has already been trialled success¬ 
fully across the county. 

Technology 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve 
Harris said: “Officers have to 
spend time accessing police database 
systems and completing paperwork in 
police stations rather than spending 
time on our streets, where they are 
most needed. 

“While paperwork is a necessity for 
every force, this initiative will help 
officers use their time effectively and 
allow access to database systems while 
remaining a visible presence within 
the community.” 

Policing Minister Tony McNulty said: 
‘We are investing in new technology to 
make crime-fighting more effective and 
to save officers’ time. 

“This £50m capital fund will deliver 
10,000 mobile data devices to forces 
nationwide. 

“It is just one element of a range of 
improvements we are delivering to cut 
unnecessary bureaucracy, exploit new 
technologies and enable police officers 
to spend more time on front-line 
policing.”

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Our wildlife counts

THIS year is the 50th 
anniversary of the Kent 
Wildlife Trust and it is to 
be marked by the biggest 
environmental survey of 
the county ever made. 

The trust, which has Absolutely 
Fabulous actress Joanna Lumley 
as its patron, manages 60 nature 
reserves covering 7,500 acres. 

During the year a total of 
800,000 copies of This Is Your 
Wildlife Survey 2008 will be dis¬ 
tributed to households. 

The survey asks seven ques¬ 
tions covering issues such as the 
importance of wildlife sites and 
the animals, birds and fish which 
live there, the role of councils and 
other bodies in protecting the nat¬ 
ural environment, what more 
needs to be done in this field and 
the importance of the countryside 
in political terms. 

It also includes a calendar of 
events and details of the trust 
itself, which manages a range of 
habitats, including coastal areas, 
woodland, downland, forest and 
marsh as well as rivers and lakes. 


Chief executive John Bennett 
says he feels the findings of the 
survey will prove valuable in 
pointing the way forward for work 
to preserve the county’s natural 
heritage for coming generations. 

He said: ‘We’ve been protecting 
wildlife in the Garden of England 
for 50 years now and we want to 
ensure the next 50 years are even 
more productive. We want to 


know what people think to inform 
the work of both the trust and the 
county’s decision-makers.” 

The first 135,000 leaflets will be 
delivered in the coming weeks 
across the east of the county. 

A series of events called This Is 
Your Wildlife is being held across 
the county to mark the trust’s 
50th anniversary. 

The next major event will see a 


free family day being held at the 
trust’s largest nature reserve, 
which includes the area around 
Sandwich and Pegwell Bays. 

It takes place on the weekend of 
June 21-22 from 10am to 4pm, 
when visitors can take part in 
guided walks, classes in wildlife, 
specialist photography and activi¬ 
ties for children at different areas 
of the reserve. 

The area includes beaches, salt- 
marshes, sand-dunes and mud¬ 
flats, which are home to an inter¬ 
nationally important selection of 
birds, particularly waders and 
wildfowl. 

Hundreds of visitors were also 
treated to a wildlife display earli¬ 
er this month at the first This Is 
Your Wildlife event. 

The trust’s Marden Meadow 
nature reserve, near Staplehurst, 
was opened to the public so they 
could see thousands of green¬ 
winged orchids combined with 
masses of buttercups as the per¬ 
fect backdrop to displays of 
wildlife. 

Slices of the largest birdseed 
cake ever made and which mark¬ 
ed the trust’s 50th anniversary 
were served to visitors. 

The cake was made at the 
trust’s Tyland Bam headquarters 
near Maidstone. 


High Speed One could become Continental 


EUROTUNNEL is considering putting in a 
bid to buy the new high-speed rail line which 
will link towns in the county with London 
from 2009. 

Franchise operators like South East Trains 
would then pay Eurotunnel, which owns and 
runs the Channel Tunnel, to use the fast track. 

The move comes after the company complet¬ 
ed an internal restructuring which has 
restored it to financial health by rearranging 
existing financial commitments. 


Making an offer for the rail link between 
London St Pancras and the Channel Tunnel is 
a natural move for Eurotunnel, which already 
counts Eurostar as a client, according to 
bosses at the cross-Channel link operator. 

The new rail line - called High Speed One - 
will cut journey times to London from towns 
such as Ashford, Folkestone, Canterbury and 
Ramsgate by about a half of the existing 
timetable. It will also make Medway quicker 
to get to from the City of London than places 


in the capital itself, such as Clapham and 
Wimbledon - traditionally affluent suburbs. 

Eurotunnel boss Jacques Gounon said he 
would be looking at ways of growing the busi¬ 
ness, including the bid for the high-speed line 
when it is put up for sale in the coming 
months by Government-backed London and 
Continental Railways. 

“Eurotunnel now has a strong balance sheet. 
We will certainly consider the high-speed line,” 
said Mr Gounon.

Warning: cure is 
great, but still 
wash your hands 


THE news that scientists could be on the 
brink of a cure for MRSA has been broadly 
welcomed by a hygiene and infection con¬ 
trol campaigner. 

A research firm based in Brighton is 
already carrying out human trials on the 
dmg and claimed its discovery could be 
used in hospital wards to prevent spread of 
the infection by 2011 and within six years 
could cure patients. 

But Tony Charlton, whose mother-in-law 
was one of 90 patients to die during super¬ 
bug outbreaks at hospitals in Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells, urged caution. 

He said: “I was delighted by the news and 
the possibility it could be used for 
Clostridium difficile in the future. 

“My only reservation is, will it stop people 
concentrating on basic hygiene? If some¬ 
thing can be cured, then people tend to pay 
less attention to the basics.” 

Mr Charlton, who has been campaigning 
tirelessly to raise awareness about super¬ 
bugs since the untimely death of his “very 
fit and active” 86-year-old loved one, com¬ 
pared the discovery of a cure to the over¬ 
reliance on antibiotics. 

New cures and treatments are needed 
now because infections have become resist¬ 
ant to antibiotics, he said. 

MRSA, which killed 134 people in Kent 
between 2002 and 2006, causes fewer 
deaths than C diff but can leave people 
severely disabled. 

KOS Media is running a campaign to 
promote basic hygiene at home and in hos¬ 
pitals and healthcare centres across the 
county. 

Simply washing your hands is currently 
the best way to help healthcare profession¬ 
als beat superbugs.

STUDENTS from Shepway going 
to university for the first time have 
been reminded to make sure they 
have a valid TV licence if they are 
moving away from home to avoid a 
£1,000 fine. 

Unless they update their address details, 
new undergraduates will not be covered by 
their parent’s licence and are liable for prose¬ 
cution. 

Students need a TV licence if they will be liv¬ 
ing in a hall of residence and have their own 
TV, or if they are sharing a house and use a TV 
in their room and will only be covered by their 
parent’s licence if they use a receiver that is 
powered by internal batteries. 

A TV Licencing spokesman said: “Many peo¬ 
ple believe that when they move, their licence 
moves with them, however, this is not the case. 

“We want to make things easier for students 
by encouraging them to get their paperwork 
done now, to avoid the risk of being fined 
£1,000 for not being licenced at their new 
address.” 

Undergraduates needed a TV licence to 
watch or record TV programmes, said the 
spokesman, irrespective of whether they are 
using a TV, computer, laptop or mobile phone 
to watch them or if they are using terrestrial, 
a satellite dish, cable or the internet to receive 
them. 

He said: ‘We are simply asking students to 
spend a minute or two online to update their 
address details which mean that we can con¬ 
tact them to check they are correctly licenced. 

“If their new living arrangements mean that 
they won’t need a licence they can let us know 
and we will update our records.” 

Students could be eligible for a refund on the 


last three months of their licence if they are 
not staying at university over the summer. 

If they bought their licence in October and 
don’t need it for July, August and September 
students can claim back the final quarter of 


the licence - the refund on a licence bought in 
October 2007 is worth £33.88.

Homophobia lives despite 
progress in recent years 


MAY 17 marked International Day 
Against Homophobia and there 
were events to coincide with it 
across the UK and around the 
world. 

The day and organisation were started by 
French gay man Louis George-Tin a few years 
ago, based on the 1990 decision by the World 
Health Organisation to de-list homosexuality 
as a mental disorder. 

The event has happened annually since, but 
a lot of campaign work is done in between. 

Why do we need to continue with efforts to 
challenge such bigotry?, some may ask. After 
all, given the advances made in lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender (LGBT) rights in the 
past few years, surely things are far better 
than they were? 

Unfortunately, things are not as rosy as they 
may seem. Last year, LGBT campaign group 
Stonewall published a disturbing report into 
the abuse suffered by LGBT school students, 
or those who are perceived as being gay. 


It found that more than 60 per cent are sub¬ 
ject to regular abuse and threats, including 
one in six receiving ‘death threats’. 

Despite the need to tackle this, the Govern¬ 
ment hasn’t put teaching about LGBT issues, 
along with sex education in general, on the 
National Curriculum. 

True, it has sent out strong guidelines to all 
secondary schools via county councils (KCC 
did so immediately), but the response has been 
patchy at best. 

Stonewall published a report which clearly 
showed the high level of discrimination and 
abuse in the workplace for LGBT adults. 

Religions, both fundamentalist and main¬ 
stream clergy/scholars alike, continue to issue 
anti-LGBT statements. 

There was a demonstration at Rochester 
Cathedral on May 17 challenging the Bishop 
of Rochester’s homophobic remarks. 

Last year the bishop (the Rt Rev Dr Michael 
Nazir-Ali) spoke against gay adoptions and 
civil partnerships, and then complained about 
US gay bishop Gene Robinson. 


However, as Dr Nazir-Ali has suffered abuse 
and threats because he converted from Islam 
to Christianity, we asked him why he was still 
so unsympathetic to LGBT people. 

He was challenged to attend the Lambeth 
Conference in Canterbury to meet Bishop 
Robinson, who is coming over uninvited. 

Finally, Kent Police and the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, who have both made great 
strides in developing new contacts, policies 
and attitudes towards LGBT people since 
1997, held a diversity seminar on May 17. 

The speaker was Ben Summerskill, chief 
executive officer of Stonewall, and the meeting 
was opened by Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 
Lepper. 

These efforts and more will continue - they 
are very necessary if our societies are ever to 
remove fully the scourge of bigotry, whether 
against LGBT or indeed minority groups.

Why are you taking part in the National 
Liftshare Day? 

Lift sharing will bring large cost savings for those 
travelling long distances - a return journey to London 
five days a week is over 700 miles a week; but it can 
also bring rewards on short distances, and help 
contribute towards a better environment for all of us. 
Every day I get in my car and drive three and a half 
miles to work, and then three and a half miles back 
again - seven miles a day, five days a week makes 35 
miles a week just to and from work. 

That's approximately £20 in fuel, and £20 for 
insurance, road tax and repairs every month. 

If I offer a lift to someone who lives and works in the 
same area as me - and we split the costs -1 am 
better off, they are better off and its one less car 
parking space needed at my place of work.

Liftsharing can only work if enough people register 
their details on the website so suitable matches can 
be made.

AFTER eight weeks of sporadic 
additions to the inaugural Hop 
Farm Festival, the line-up is final¬ 
ly complete. 

The last place on the bill - for all you Guess 
Those Bands addicts out there - was given to 
Carbon/Silicon, a punk rock quartet boasting 
former Clash superstar Mick Jones. 

Unfortunately, there was no room available 
for my GTB prediction of Belinda Carlisle. 
Accordingly, I scored no points. 

While clearly angered/disappointed that fes¬ 
tival organisers overlooked Mrs Carlisle, 
famed for worldwide smash hits such as 
Heaven is a Place on Earth, Circle in the Sand 
and (We Want) The Same Thing, the line-up is 
still incredibly strong. 

Los Angeles-based indie stars Everest are 
set to take the stage after Carbon/Silicon, with 
critically acclaimed soloist Laura Marling set 
to follow. 

Guillemots are next up, with revered US 
singer Rufus Wainwright filling the mid-point 
of the one-day event’s musical offerings. 

My Morning Jacket, Supergrass and Primal 
Scream will then perform before making way 
for headliner Neil Young to bring proceedings 
to a close. 

Organiser Vince Power said the Hop Farm 
Festival would be different to mainstream 
summer events such as Reading/Leeds and V. 

He said: “I’ve been watching the festival 
market for the last couple of years and I just 
felt that it was frustrating for the punter that 
there was such a big emphasis on sponsorship, 
VIP and upgrading your ticket to get into a 
special area.

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think the bigger bands will 
have a lot more input into the festivals 
because it is clear they could do their own fes¬ 
tivals if they want to.”

Express travel is elegant

WE are all sophisticated train trav¬ 
ellers these days - able to appreciate 
elegant cabins, gourmet dinners 
with fine wines and discreetly atten¬ 
tive service. 

At least we are if we can afford the fares 
charged by Orient Express. And what really 
knocks your socks off is the sheer childish thrill 
of lying in bed on a train, just a few feet above 
the tracks, as it rolls onwards through the night 
into a dark mysterious landscape. 

I woke long before the Asian dawn, partly to 
relish the experience of watching the full orange 
moon and the stars beyond my window, and 
partly to be ready to see daybreak as we jour¬ 
neyed on towards Bangkok. 

It does not disappoint. It is not just the strange 
splendours of the scenery - the brilliant green 
paddy fields, the water lily-covered ponds, the 
distant smoky mountains - it’s the storks and 
egrets catching their breakfasts, the water buf¬ 
falos lumbering into action, the cyclists who 
wave as they wait at the crossings on their way 
to work, all the homes on stilts with their loving¬ 
ly-tended household shrines. 

We are on the inaugural run of a new journey 
by the Eastern and Oriental Express from the 
Laos border down to Bangkok, and the excite¬ 
ment has been palpable from the moment the 
guard waved his flag at Nong Khai station. 

The new Eurostar might be all about the

speed, but here in south-east Asia the whole 
point is to travel at a more leisurely pace to 
savour the surroundings. So our train does not 
hurtle along, it progresses at a stately 40mph 
and because much of the trip is along a single 
track there is a certain amount of stopping and 
waiting in a siding for other trains to pass. 

Nor is the journey as physically smooth as 
with modem Western trains. Travelling in the 
aftermath of the rainy season, we realise the 
track is more spongy and hence more bumpy. 

By contrast, inside the train everything is lav¬ 


ish and gorgeous: the last-word in luxury is, 
after all, what people are paying for. 

The interiors, by the same team who worked 
on sister train the Venice Simplon Orient 
Express, use wooden marquetry veneers, 
Chinese and Thai lacquer, Malaysian motifs, 
wall carvings, engraved mirrors and hand- 
embroidered silks. 

As well as the sleeping compartments, which 
come in three styles and sizes - the Pullman, 
the State and the residential - there are two 
restaurant cars, a bar car with pianist, and a 
saloon car with reading area and tiny boutique 
selling themed trinkets. There are 40 local and 
European staff to look after the 132 passengers. 

Dinner involves everyone dressed to the nines 
for a feast that combines the flavours of East 
and West. Entertainment comes in the form of 
traditional Thai dancers. 

While we’ve been enjoying ourselves our stew¬ 
ards have been transforming the ‘day setting 5 of 
our compartments into welcoming bedrooms. 

In the morning they bring us breakfast and 
reverse the process before we make our way 
slowly into the teeming heart of Bangkok. 

Bangkok was where our journey originally 
began. This was only the last leg of a trip which 
included three days in Thailand’s capital and 
three in Laos’s capital. 

The two cities make a fascinating contrast: 
Bangkok bustling, vibrant, proudly monarchist, 
a riot of colour and noise and round-the-clock 
activity; Vientiane is softer, sleepier, once 
French-colonial, now firmly Communist cousin. 

The Eastern and Oriental Express offers a 
quite unique perspective of the Far East in the 
21st century.

Check out rental 
cost before letting 

PROPERTY owners looking to let on a 
casual basis should be aware of the com¬ 
plexities of entering the rental market 
according to experts. 

Homeowners who need to relocate but 
are unable to sell in the property market 
downturn are increasingly turning to 
the rental market for a solution. 

According to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ latest survey of 
members, 28 per cent more reported a 
rise in new tenant lettings than a fall. 

However, John Heron, managing 
director of market analysts Paragon, 
said would-be landlords risk being 
caught out by a number of costs they 
have not been taken into account. 

They also need to be aware of the leg¬ 
islation that applies when renting out. 

For example, if the property is mort¬ 
gaged, the lender’s approval will be 
needed for a change of tenure. 

The rent set should take into account 
void periods and repairs; it is standard 
practice for a lender to insist that rent is 
at least 125 per cent of monthly mort¬ 
gage repayments. 

Also tax implications need to be fully 
understood as authorities are clamping 
down on landlords who are not making 
full and accurate declarations. 

Committee wants 
VAT cut on repairs 

A PROPOSAL to cut VAT on property 
repair and maintenance has been put 
forward by the influential House of 
Commons Community and Local 
Government Select Committee. 

Members said such action would allow 
landlords to carry out repairs they may 
otherwise have not been able to fund. 

The report said that the tax rate 
means that some properties which 
are just about habitable could 
become derelict because of a lack 
of incentive to undertake improvements 
by landlords. 

It adds that any financial assistance 
would help to bring such homes back 
into the mainstream housing market. 

The proposal will go before MPs for a 
full vote but the majority are believed to 
be in favour of a cut which could reduce 
the 17.5 per cent rate to just five. 

Brian Berry of the Federation of 
Master Builders supports the move. 

He said: “The high rate of VAT on 
building repair acts as a disincentive for 
landlords to maintain their properties. 


New roof? No worry, 
say intrepid buyers

PROPERTIES in need of renovation 
are proving popular with buyers look¬ 
ing for a bargain in the current hous¬ 
ing climate. 

More than half the people who took part in a 
recent survey by lenders said they would be inter¬ 
ested in buying a home and working to get it into 
prime condition. 

The research also revealed that period proper¬ 
ties are more popular than modem homes - even 
if they need work done on them. 

Across the county period homes in places such 
as Canterbury, Faversham Rochester and coastal 
towns have been among the most popular on the 
market. 

Buyers say they like the fact that the homes 
have character and by renovating they can easily 
put their own vision into place - something far 
more difficult to achieve in a purpose-built mod¬ 
em home on an estate or development. 

Features such as inglenook fireplaces and origi¬ 
nal beams were among the most popular features 
which appear in home built in previous decades. 

But the major reason is buyers are willing to 
undertake work on home improvements them¬ 
selves in an effort to avoid paying top prices for 
desirable homes. 

A total of 52 per cent of respondents to the 
national survey by Yorkshire Bank said they 
would consider the idea of acquiring an older prop¬ 
erty in need of some work. 

This is despite the fact that 42 per cent of those 
who took part agreeing that an older home is a 
“financial gamble”. 

Gary Lumby, the bank’s head of retail, said: 
“During the property boom of recent years homes 
in need of repair typically attracted property 
developers with their eye on turning a profit. 

“However, in the current climate it seems house 
buyers are also on the lookout for a bargain and 
will take on relatively major renovation work, 
such as replacing a roof or rewiring, if it helps 
them to secure their dream home for a more 
affordable price.” 

The survey found 57 per cent of men would not 
be deterred in taking on DIY tasks whereas the 
figure for women was 49 per cent. 

But young professionals bucked the trend 
towards period homes with 69 per cent saying that 
a ready-made home needing no work was top of 
their property wish list.

Other tweaks include seat- 
mounted airbags in front and side-curtain 
airbags to the rear for increased driver and 
passenger safety. 

There is also the option of Chrysler group’s 
impressive MyGIG ‘infotainment’ system, 
which has MP3 player compatibility, touch 
screen sat nav and the ability to store some 
1,600 songs on an integrated 20GB hard drive.

Forward planning 
will help when time 
comes to hand over 


IT comes to every busi¬ 
ness - the time to hand 
on the baton of power to 
someone else. 

For small and medium size 
enterprises (SMEs) succession 
planning should be an evolving 
process and reviewed on a regular 
basis, according to Chris Gandon, 
a partner at a leading Kent 
accountancy firm.

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Gutsy Hariand fails to 
to qualify for Beijing

GEORGINA Hariand ran through 
the pain to help Great Britain win a 
silver medal at modem pentathlon’s 
World Championships, but a disap¬ 
pointing overall performance ended 
her hopes of Olympic qualification. 

Even before damaging a calf muscle in the 
final event, the 30-year-old was well out of 
contention. Her 30th-place finish means the 
Canterbury athlete will not have a chance to 
add to the bronze medal she won in Athens 
four years ago. 

The competition in Budapest was Harland’s 
last chance to qualify for Beijing and she need¬ 
ed to finish on the podium to force her way into 
the Great Britain team. 

Valuable 

After recording the fourth best score in 
Thursday’s semi-final, hopes were high for 
Hariand as she beat her three team-mates to 
cruise through. 

But in Saturday’s final, Hariand was in 
trouble from the first event. Her score of 153 
points on the shooting range was the worst of 
the 36 competitors. 

A 20th-place finish in the fencing event and 
14th in the swimming saw her climb the 
leaderboard, but she still trailed the medal 
positions by some distance. 


Hariand recorded the second best score in 
the riding, but it was still not enough to close 
significantly on the leaders. 

Although a podium finish was highly unlike¬ 
ly, she still had a chance to move up the field 
with her strongest event, the 3km run. 

It was going to plan until 500m from the fin¬ 
ish when Hariand was struck with a calf 
injury. With valuable team points still needed, 


she kept going. 

Her Olympic dream was ended, but her 
efforts ensured she left with a medal in the 
team event. 

Pentathlon GB performance director Jan 
Bartu said: “She was in severe pain and 
limped to the finish. We only beat Hungary to 
silver by two seconds, and that was thanks to 
Georgina’s effort.”

The video, posted on the Professional 
Cricketers’ Association website, shows 
Fulton practicing the pull shot, but a ball 
was fed into the machine before he looked up 
and bounced up between the grill and peak 
of his Kent helmet. 

The 36-year-old had to undergo major sur¬ 
gery and miraculously was back leading 
Kent eight weeks later. 

Fulton decided to release the video five 
years after the incident to warn players about 
the importance of taking out insurance. 

The PCA will pay 25,000 for a player 
under-21 who suffers permanent disable¬ 
ment and £20,000 for a player over the 
age of 34.
